Bach day finds the British and 
French forces drawing their net 
closer upon St. Quentin. Attacking 
on a front of more than eight miles 
south and southwest of the harrazsed 

stronghold, the French 
notwithstanding stubborn 
resistance by the Germans, every- 
where met with success, taking 
strongliy-organized positions and vil- 
lages, notable among them Dallon, 
about two miles southwest, and Git- 
fecourt, two miles south of the town. 
The British, already almost within a 
stones throw of the outskirts of St. 
Quentin, seemingly are resting 
there while to the northwest they 
are carrying out a maneuver having 
as its object, the fanking of St. Quen- 
tin from the north. In this opera- 
tion they have partly succeeded, ac- 
cording to the British official com- 
munication. Driving eastward from 
the region of Vermand they have 
captured the town of Maissemy, five 
miles northwest of St. Quentin, and 
farther north the Ronasoy wood.

LAND VICTIMS 
OF SUBMARINES. 


Twenty-four Survivors of 
Lost Ships Arrive. 
Hundred and Two are Missing 


from Sunken Vessels. 


Several Died of Exposure in 
the Open Boats. 


(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

NEW YORK, April 3.—One hun- 
dred and ten persons, including two 
women and one baby, aré missing 
from two British steamships, the 
Trevose and the Alnwick Castle, 
each torpedoed without warning by 
German submarines. There were no 
Americans on either vessels. 

Twenty-four survivors, six of them 
passengers, arrived here today on 
the French steamship Venezia of the 
Fabre Line, which rescued them at 
sea after they had been adrift four 
days and four nights, during which 
five other men died from exposure. 
Besides these five, two of the crew 
of the Trevose were killed by an 
explosion. 

The Trevose, a freighter, five of 
whose crew reached here on the 
Venezia, was sunk March 18, when 
twelve days out from Newcastle, 
Eng., with coal for Alexandria, 
Egypt. George Grey, steward, of 
South Shields, one of the survivors 
said the U-boat captain sent a tor- 
pedo into the Trevose at 10:30 a.m. 
The explosion did not sink the ship 
immediately and the surviving 
twenty-five men took to the boats. 
About half an hour later, Grey said, 
the submarine showed itself and sent 
a crew to the Trevose, which disposed 
of the ship with a bomb. 

CREW DRIFTS. 


In their boats the crew drifted 
until night, when the Alnwick Castle 
appeared. They had been on the 
vessel only twelve hours when she 
was torpedoed by an unseen boat. 
The Alnwick Castle was going from 
London to Cape Town, and carried 
100 head of blood cattle for South 
Africa. Besides a crew of 1006, she 
had five cabin and nine steerage 


passengers. 

The Alnwick Castle was 200 miles 
at sea when the disaster came at 
6:30 a.m. The 139 persons aboard 
included the Trevose's crew of twen- 
ty-five, and among the Alnwick's 
passengers were one woman and her 
8-months-old child. The other wom- 
an on board was the stewardess. 

“All of our six beats were 
launched,” reads a statement by 
Capt. Chave of the Alnwick Castle, 
“and the ship sank in twenty-five 
minutes, The submarine emerged 
from the sea and watched the veg- 
sel founder slowly by the head and 
then went off after another steam- 
ship which we could see about four 
miles to the east. 

IIK A FIRECRACKER. 

“Shortly after we saw this steamer 
blown up and later we salled through 
the debris and wreckage, but saw 
no sign of her boats. The ship 
seemed to explode like a giant fire- 
cracker other witnesses sald and 
must have been heavily laden with 
munitions. All the day the boats 
kept together Capt. Chave said, but 
during the night they became sep- 
arated. In No, 1 boat with the 
skipper were seventeen of his own 
crew and six passengers. Their ra- 
tions consisted of less than one 
week's supply of biscuit, one can of 
condemsed milk and two small 
beakers of water. Careful disburse- 
ment of these supplies were made 
twice a day. 

Gales disabled the rudder, blew 
away the sail and most, both of 
which were recovered, however, and 
constant labor, shortage of water 
and lack of sleep, together with bit- 
terly cold winds, caused some of the 
men to become deliriots. Two men 
died, and later three more suc- 
cumbed whose bodies remained in 
the boat, because the survivors were 
too weak to throw them overboard. 
The hands and feet of the men were 
swollen to twice their normal size, 
said Capt. Chave. The men who 
died were R. Thomas and Tolle, fre- 
men; W. Kitcher, foreman of the 
cattlemen, and his assistant, Peter 
„ and Buckley, the captain's 
steward. At 1 p.m. on March 23, 
when the Venezia hove into view, the 
men in the lifeboat were too ex- 
hausted to ald in their own rescue. 

The Trevose was of 3112 tons 
gross and was built at South 
Shields, Eng., in 1896. The Alnwick 
Castle, British, was on a voyage 
from Londap to Cape Town, Africa. 
She was owned by the Union Castle 
Mall Steamship Company. She was 
of 6900 tons gross and was built in 
Glasgow in 1901. The Trevose was 
owned by the Hain Steamship Com- 
pany, Lied., of St. Ives, England. 

SINKING OF STANLEY. 

The British steamship Stanley 
from Newport News, March 7, with 
a cargo of grain for Cherbourg, was 
sunk a German submarine with- 
out warning March 21, and five 
members of her crew killed. Fif- 
teen survivors of the ship reached 
here today on the steamship Port 
Albany. Two other members of the 
crew, one an American, died of ex- 
posure in open boats. 

One of the small i containing 
the captain and eighteen more men, 
had not been heard from by the 
men arriving today, and they fear 
it was lost. 

When torpedoed the Stanley was 
nearing the Irish coast, and as the 
men were taking to the boats the 


ship with a deck gun, the survivors 
asserted. The men killed by the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo were three 
engineers and two firemen.

DRAFT Is POSSIBLE. 


In connection with the army plans 
it was pointed out today that under 
the present National Defense Act 
the National Guard can be brought 
to its full war strength by draft. 
The force has an authorized total 
strength of 440,000, and its present 
strength is about 160,000. Orders to 
muster out men with dependent 
families and those in the govern- 
ment service or at work on govern- 
ment contracts may reduce this 
number considerably. 

It is not known whether the 
War Department contemplates any 
change in the present status of the 
Guard. These troops would not be 
available for service in Europe un- 
Ger existing law, and in addition the 
full number may be required for 
police work at home. More than 
60,000 are now so employed. 

In any event, if the Guard is to 
be recruited to full strength it is as- 
sumed that provision will be made 
to prevent a conflict between that 
service and the new national army 
to be raised. Probably recruits for 
the Guard would be sought among 
men excluded from the new service 
by age limitation. The new army 
undoubtedly will be formed of 
young men. 

REGULARS’ STRENGTH. 


The authorized strength of the 
regulars is about 300,000 men of all 
branches. That service, unless a 
change is made in the law, would 
be filled up with volunteers, men 
who wish to engage in soldiering as

In addition to exempting on the 
first call married men and men with 
others directly dependent upon 
them, provision will also be made 
for exempting skilled workers in 
many industries. Such workers will 
be looked upon as performing mili- 
tary service if they continue labor 
necessary for the industrial welk 
of the nation. 

Among the workmen so exempted 
probably will be skilled farmers.

But the British Got What 


They Went After. 
Henin-Sur-Cojeul in the 


Hands of the Allies. 


Powerful Points d Appui” of 
the Germans Captured. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, April 3, 3:35 
Prolonged fighting for the village of 
Henin-Sur-Cojeul, southeast of Ar- 
ras, has ended in the capture of the 
place by the British, according to 
the official report tonight from 
headquarters in France: Maissemy, 
northwest of St. Quentin, and Rons- 
soy Wood, farther to the north, also 
have been occupied. 

The text reads: 

“Southeast of Arras our troops, 
carried the village of Henin-Sur- 
Cojeul, in addition te the villages 
already reported captured. Dur- 
ing the evening a second German 
counter-attack was broken up by 
our artillery. (The other villages 
mentioned in Monday's official 
statement were Doignies, Louverval, 
Noreuil, Longatte, Ecoust-St. Mein 
and Croisilles.) 

“Further south we also captured 
the village of Maissemy and occu- 
pied Ronssey wood. We carried out 
a successful raid last night opposite 
Arras. 

“Two German airplanes were 
brought down by our gunfire yester- 
day. In air fights four German ma- 
chines were brought down and two 
others were driven down. Six of 
our machines are missing.” 


FRENCH COMMUNIQUE. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 

PARIS, April 3, 11:50 p.m.—aA se- 
ries of powerfully-organized points 
of support held by large German 
forces and about eight miles in - 
tent have been captured by the 
French south of St. Quentin, Vari- 
ous villages and heights fell into the 
hands of the French. The official 
latest successful operation reports 
that Rheims has been violently 
bombarded by the Germans, more 
than 2000 shells having been thrown 
into it, resulting in some casualties 
to the civilian population. 

The text reads: 

“East and west of the Somme, 
after violent artillery preparation, 
our troops attacked an enemy posi- 
tion which extended north of the 
line of Castres, Easigny and Benay 
from L’Epine de Dallon as far as 
the Oise. Our troops everywhere 
reached their objective and occu- 
pied on a front of about thirteen 
kilometers a series of points of sup- 
port, solidly organized and held by 
large forces. L’Epine de Dalion and 
the villages of Dalton, Giffecourt 
and Cerizy and several heights south 
of Urvillers are in our power. 

“Bouth of the Alilette River we 
continued to progress in the region 
of L’ Affaux, the southern and north- 
eastern outskirts of which we hold. 

“Our troops likewise. captured 
Vauveny and have taken foot on the 
ridge north of that hamlet. Our bat- 
terles took under their fire a Ger- 
man column marching in the direc- 
tion of Laffaur Mill. 

“The enemy violently bombarded 
the town of Rheims, into which 
more than 2000 shells were fired. 
Several civilians were killed.” 

BLIZZARD.

LONDON, April 3, 3:45 p.m.— 
Despite a heavy biizzard which 
raged during the night, further 
progress was made by the British 
forces, says Reuter’s correspondent 
in a dispatch from British head- 
quarters in France. Henin-sur- 
Cojeul, five miles southeast of Arras, 
has been cleared of the enemy, giv- 
ing the British possession of the 
line running almost straight from 
Beaurains to Amiens. On the Cam- 
brai road near Beaumetz the British 
occupied the village of Maissemy, 
northwest of St. Quentin, while a 
German counter-attack against 
Templeux-le-Guerard was repulsed 
with heavy casualties.

No Decision with a Weig htier Influence on the Re- 
sult of the World Struggle has been Given Since 
England Resolved to March with France, Consensus of 


Opinion.

President Wilson's message 

aligning the United States with 
the nations fighting against Ger- 
many Was warmly welcomed and 
unanimously acclaimed by the Brit- 
ish people. They recognize that no 
decision with a weightier influence 
upon the result of the world strug- 
le has been given since Great. Brit- 
ain, after a few days of considera- 
tion, resolved to march with France. 
No news of the last year has so 
Stirred the country, save only the 
Russian revolution. 

The only feature of President WII- 
son's message that evokes dissent is 
his acquittal of the German people 
from responsibility of the policies of 
the German government. Liberal 
papers like the Daily Chronicle con- 
tend that the German people have 
supported with apparent enthusiasm 
such proceedings as have been going 
on in Belgium and have demanded 
its annexation. 

COMMENT WITHHELD. 

The heads of the government con- 
sider that courtesy requires them to 
withhold comment until the Amer- 
ican situation has developed further 
and the voice of Congress has been 
heard. Premier Lioyd George will 
move a resolution in the House of 
Commons as soon as he thinks it 
fitting. But the members registered 
their sentiments in applause when

An 
official has suggested that British 
airplanes could do more effective 
work in ecattering the message be- 
hind the German lines than by drop- 
ping bomba. 

CHRONICLE EDITORIAI 

The Daily Chronicle gives its edi- 
torial the unusual honor of leaded 
type and double column breadth, 
with the caption, “America at War; 
Wilson's Magnificent Appeal.” It 
says: 

“It is impossible to red President 
Wilson's speech without being struck 
by its statesmanlike breadth and ele- 
vation of tone. His long patience and 
caution, his determination to ad- 
vance no faster than the mass of 
opinion in his country, only render 
more impressive his final crossing of 
the Rubicon. The moral effect of 
such a speech, made with a nation 
of 90,000,000 people behind it, must 
be great throughout the world. 

“It ie a strange, impressive 
phenomenon—this tardy, but weighty 
intervention of the United States in 
the death struggle of Europe. Here 
is a nation com of settiers, 
whose migration from the days of 
the Mayflower onward has been 
largely in the nature of a flight from 
tyranny. For the first time on any 
considerable scale, they now stretch 
out their hand. 

“The new movement has the same 


motive as the old. It is not in- 
epired by national ambitions and 
has no aggressive quality. It is a 


fight for freedom and for moral 
principles, as we, the hard-pressed 
nations to whom this help, with all 
its vast potentialities, is offered, can- 
not but feel first and foremost the 
moral uplifting and precious mora! 
indorsement which comes from the 
advent on our side of forces inspired 
by such an ideal.” 
OTHER COMMENT. 

The Express says: 

“The President's speech will al- 
ways be regarded as one of the great 
historic documents of the great war. 
The lofty dignity of his language 


adde to the impressiveness of the 


enunciation ‘of international ideal- 
is™. 
“America is entering the war for 


pirates shall hereafter hang in the 
execution dock under condemnation 
of the whole world.” 

The Mail argues that the destruc- 
tion of Prussian militarism requires 
that the German people themselves 
must be set free, adding: “Though, 
to tell the truth, they show no de- 
sire or aptitude for freedom and 
therefore the despots who inoculated 
the German people with the passion 
for slaughter and cruelty must be 
removed.” 

The Mail credits the American 
people with complete disinterested- 
ness in the course they are about to 
adopt and hails as one of the most 
glorious moments of history the com- 
ing of Americe into line with other 
free peoples. 

NO DEMONSTRATION. 

There have been no street demon- 
strations or exhibitions of excitement, 
such as the first weeks of the war 
saw in London, because the war has 
long since passed the state of excite- 
ment and is regarded here, as in 
America, as a heavy and solemnly- 
borne duty. The substance and tone 
of the President's message was an 
electrifying surprise. The directness 
of his indictment of the German 
methods and his whole-hearted state- 
ment of America’s duty to maintain 
her rights and of her duty to civiliza- 
tion was more than the public here 
expected. 

Dispatches from America in the 
last month had represented the 
President as so reluctant to enter 
the war that recommendations to 
Congress limited to defensive meas- 
ures for the protection of American 
commerce would have fulfilled the 
general expectations. 

That the Russian revolution did 
much to pave the way for American 
co-operation with Germany's oppo- 
nents and made President Wiilgon® 
policy possible is one of the first 
features of the situation which the 
newspapers seized upon.

TO SERVE AGAIN. 


RUSSIAN-BORN BRIFISHER I5 


Harris Imy, 83 years old, Russian 
by birth and citizen of Great Brit- 
tain by choice, veteran of many a 
battlefield, who was trained as 4 sol- 
dier from his early youth and has a 
record of having participated in 
many of the history-making events 
of Old World wars, is now an aged 
man, but he is not yet content to 
tread the paths of peace. He ex- 
pects to leave Los Angeles tomorrow 
for London, where he will again 
enter the service of the British gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Imy, his wife and youngest 
son, Albert, reside at No. 233 North 
Flower street. He has been janitor 
at the British Red Cross headquar- 
ters on South Broadway. This week 
he received word his services wou 
be acceptable if he would return to 
London, to perform some special 
work for the British government, 
and he is happy in the thought that 
he is not yet too old to “do his bit.” 

The record of the Imy family is 
one that has had much to do with 
battlefields. The father and grand- 
father of this man lost their lives in 
battle. He and thirteen brothers 
hwere soldiers. Three of his sons 
have fallen in the present European 
war. Two of them, Alex and Jake, 
met the fate of wars in Belgium, and 
then, only a few months ago, came 
the news that Dave had fallen 
“somewhere in France.” 
his daughters has been serving in 
field hospitals in France. 

Harris Imy has pride in his mem- 
ories of service under Parl Kitch- 
ener in the march to relieve Khar- 
toum. His father helped drive Na- 
poleon back from their native land. 
Harris himself was born tn barracks 
at Moscow, and from his earliest 
days his dally life was linked with 
military affairs. At 14 he became a 
soldier, attached to the first Nicolas 
Hussar In the Crimean War he 
marched with his regiment from 
Moscow to Sebastopol, and ind 1854 
he was with the troops that under- 
took to hold Gebastopol against 
combined attacks of four armies. 

He saw the famous charge of the 

Light Brigade, when “somebody 
blundered,” and made ready to die 
with his comrades in arms rather 
than surrender his post Cut off 
from food supplies, they were eating 
their horses for food, but finally, un- 
der superior orders, they yielded 
and forty men marched out. 
As a British prisoner of war he 
was finally taken to Dover, Eng., and 
eventually he decided to remain in 
that country. Knowing only the 
soldier's profession, he entered the 
British service and joined the 
Seventh Hussars of the British Army. 
After three years of service he went 
back to Russia on a visit, was im- 
mediately identified and forced back 
into Russian military life. Later he 
saw service in the Manchurian cam- 
paign, fought against the Chinese, 
and returned to participate in the 
conquest of Poland. In that cam- 
paign he escaped into Germany and 
made his way back to England. 

Eventually he came across the 
ocean and settled at Edmonton, 
Can, where he now has property 
interests, but because of il health 
he finally came to enjoy the equable 
climate of Southern California.

Her motor trucks 
have already been placed at the dis- 
posal of Uncle Sam and are being 
used and every possible attention 
has been given that there be noth- 
ing left undone that could possibly 
contribute to the comfort of the 
men encamped. There has also been 
offered a fine rifle range on the 
Puente Hille about ten miles south 
of the race track, and this will be 
utilized immediately. 

CAREFUL TABULATION. 

Mrs. Baldwin has carefully tabu- 
lated her resoprcees and planned that 
the most possiblé be obtained from 
her properties. For instance, she 
has given of her stock, the surplus: 
her full complement of teams and 
men are busily engaged in farming 
the vast rancho, which included 3500 
acres, for she believes that farm 
products will be a vital necessity to 
the government; but should the 
stock be required, she is willing 
that it be used as the situation de- 


mands. 

Mre. Baldwin suggests that her 
home might be used for convales- 
cent wounded, as there ts every 
facility for the recuperation of the 
sick at Anoakia. She has almost 
twenty acres in the home place, 
surrounded by a high concrete wall.

RECITAL ACHIEVEMENT, 


CLIFFORD LOTT DISPLAYS HIS 
STYLE TO ADVANTAGE. 


By Edwin Schallert. 
Clifford Lott never presented a 
programme for which he is better 
equipped vocally than that which he 
gave at his sacred song recital last 
evening at the Woman's Club audi- 
tortum. There have been others 
Which have suited hid ability and 
distinctive virility and dignity of 
style equally well, perhaps, but he 
increased the stature of his local 
achievement quite definitely in the 
rendition of a series of song offer- 
ings in religioso style that were not 
restricted as to variety or appeal to 
the feeling. It was something of a 
‘new departure in this direction. 


| Strict oratorio types of songs, 
such as “The Trumpet Shall 
Sound from Handel's “Messiah,” 
and 0 God, Have Mercy” and “Is 
Not His World Like a Fire,” re- 
,Spectively from Mendelssohn's St. 
, Paul” and “Elijah,” opened the pro- 
gramme. Mr. Lott is so absolutely 
sure of what he wants in these 
songs that it is a rare pleasure to 
hear hig interpretations, 

Contrasting with these oratorio 
numbers were a series of dramatic- 
ally-inclined Russian compositions. 

Gregorian in mode, Techaikow- 
| sky's “Legend,” with its stery of the 
Christ-child in the rose garden be- 
ing robbed of all but the thorns by 
his companions, left a beautifully 
subdued appeal. 

Shot through with the elements 
of bitterness, and touching on the 
festering sore of the European war 
and hatred, was Rachmaninoff’s 
“The Christ is Rien,“ the most an- 
archic of the programmes num- 
bers. Its timeliness and musical 
appeal brought an encore. 

Mr. Lott gave a very splendid 
rendition of “Omnipotence,” which, 
when you hear it, makes you always 
[think that musically it is either 
Schubert's best or worst composi- 
tion. It ig a little bit of both; it is 
like a statue of grand purpose that 
is defective in its proportions. The 
song is all the more difficult on this 
account, and Mr. Lott's interpreta- 
tion was far above the average. He 
made classically effective also the 
‘Creation Hymn” by Beethoven. 

A quaint Old World charm dom- 
ina the “Legend of the Crossbill” 
by Winterberger, telling a pretty 
story of a bird that sought to re- 
move the nail from the hand of the 
Savior on the cross. 

Interesting in point of novelty was 
the final group, including songs by 
two composers residing in this vicin- 
ity and dedicated to Mr. Lott-——"The 
Coming of Christ,” by Georges Cler- 
bois, and “The Ninety and Nine,“ by 
Frederick Stevenson. The Voice in 
the Wilderness,” by J. Prindle Scott, 
and “Arise, Shine, for Thy Light is 
Come,” by J. G. MeDermid, also 
were. excellent. 

Mr. Lott was not in absolutely 
smooth voice, but he interpreted 
splendidly, as he was throughout 
the programme dealing with mate- 
rial that he comprehends especially 
well. The recital was one that, as 
a whole, adhered effectively to the 
spirit of the Easter time.

A FODDETTE AND THE CRANKS. 

Whether Senator La Follette is con- 
scientious or merely a flamboyant poseur 
makes no material difference. He is un- 
American and contemptible. 

He is in Congress as a representative of 
the people. This is a representative gov- 
ernment, which means a government pledged 
to carry out the wishes of the people. But 
possibly, excepting the idable German 
constituency of Wisconsin, La Follette (as 
the President has said) represents no 
opinion but his own. 

In such a crucial hour, when the Amert- 
can people, as with one voice, have called 
upon their representatives to stand with 
and uphold the President, the scruples of 
an honorable man could and should have 
been satisfied with a short and dignified 
protest against the motion to declare a 
state of war with Germany. And if he 
were so excruciatingly honest that he 
could not subscribe to the will of the peo- 
ple, then he would certainly have been 


honest enough to resign, to step from of- 


fice, and to yield to a successor fit to rep- 
resent Americans in this crisis. 

Nothing of the kind syits La Follette. He 
seems to have kept Mis eye solicitously 
on that German constituency which is an 
important factor in electing Senators from 
his State, and he has apparently had his 
ear cocked to catch the guttural “Sehr gut, 
sehr gut” of those who still sing “Deutsch- 
land uber alles.” | 

Some weeks ago he led that “little 
group of willful men” which blocked the will 
of the people, of Congress, and of the Pres- 
dent. In the length and breadth of this 
land not one word of commendation came 
to him except from Germans. He was 
vigorously excoriated by all Americans. 

La Follette succeeded then in temporarily 
thwarting the government by a misuse of 
parliamentary procedure. Yet again yester 
day, at a special session of Congress, this 
pigmy—alone, solitary and absurd figure— 
stood up in the Senate and by an abuse of 
parliamentary rules again sought to stop the 


‘| onrushing sentiment of the American peo 


ple! And he did succeed in delaying ac- 
tion on the war resolution for some hours. 

Such futile obstruction is both stupid and 
malicious. It shows ignorance and vicious- 
ness. President Wilson called a special ses- 
sion of Congress and asked for a declaration 
of a state of war against Germany after every 
resource that patience could suggest had 
been exhausted. Nothing could have been 
more deliberate and earnest than the 
methods with which President Wilson 
sought to evade conflict with Germany. He 
was cautious to the point of vacillation. He 


hesitated until the country cried out against | 


further delay. 

When all that honor could do had been 
done and availed nothing, when Germany 
began to sink all ships of all nations, when 
the Germans took the role of Barbary 
pirates, and when “vessels of every kind, 
whatever their flag, their character, their 
cargo, their destination, their errand, even 
hospital ships, had been ruthlessly sent to 
the bottom without warning and without 
thought of help or mercy for those on 
board,” then President Wilson asked for a 
deciaration that war exists with the mad 
government that waged such piracy. 

Hig requests were moderate. He asked 
for a declaration of a state of war with Ger- 


many alone, because Germany is the ineror- 


able aggressor. He asked for a small army 
—an army of but a half-million men. He 
asked that help be given the Allies in the 
form of money, munitions and food. 

It was little to ask. Many people think 
it was too little. But La Follette fumed 
and ranted. Other cranks are fuming and 
ranting. “Pacifistse” they call themselves; 
yet certain of these pacifists have so far 
belied their name as to assault a veteran 
Senator of this nation. It is significant 
that the assailant of Senator Lodge posses 
ses a patronymic suspiciously Teutonic. 

This is no hour for pacificism. When a 
madman is beating against the door of a 
home it is no time for the master of the 
house to poke his head out of the window 
and quote the tenth commandment. The 
Goths and Huns of authority in Germany 
ere waging a mad warfare against 
civilization. They have deified Murder, 
and to stand supinely before the blows of 
such a bloodthirsty aggressor is to carry 
non-resistance to a frightful absurdity. Be- 
low the Rio Grande German reservists are 
gathered and are training Mexican despera- 
does to harry the Southwest. In our cities, 
in Los Angeles, too, German spies and dyna- 
miters are busily preparing for what 
desperate havoc they can create. But a 
few months ago the Bopp conspiracy was 
unearthed and the American. people learned 
that German officials and German-American 
citizens were organized to destroy our prop 


erty and to assassinate our officials if our 


country dared oppose the ruthlessness of 
the Kaiser. 

Yet the cranks wall in accents strangely 
guttural, and they stammer in peculiarly 
broken English, that America should not 
prepare, that we show'd not resist the 
piracy of Germany, that we should not have 
an army, that we should not have any de 
fense whatever to beat back the flercely 
crue! hordes that German officers are mobi- 
lizing and training across the Rio Grande. 

We cannot longer consider whether these 
pacifists are sincere or whether they are 
vicious hypocrites. They have a right te 
their opinion and to their speech, but they 
have no right whatsoever to actions that 
will block or attempt to block the will of the 
country. This is a free country, constitu- 
tionally endowed for the rule of majority. 
Let those who cannot abide that rule get 
out and stay out. The United States must 
not in such perilous times ag 
defection. Defection ts sedition. 
partisanship has vanished. The isshe is 
not national, but international. Ame 
has drawn her sword to defend the rights of 
Americans,.to uphold the flag, to maintain 
the bonor and sefety of the Union. Any 
man, any woman, any politician, any pact 
fist, any crank, whatsoever his excuse or 
pretense, who interferes at this time is im- 
periling the nation. The minority is tolerated 
and allowed the right of expression only 
on the supposition that when it is defeated, 
when it is found to be a minority, it will 
then respect and uphold the sentiment of 
the majority and abide by its decisions. If 
the pacifists, the cranks, the hyphenated 
citizens, the La Follettes will not do this, 
then they must be suppressed. 


The prevalence of the “slackers” in this 
country affords some information for the 
benefit of the marriageable young women. 
No man who is not a patriot ts to be 
trusted with a woman's welfare. 
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OVERNED FROM “FLEET STREET.” 
Many diverse forms of government 
have been devised in various countries at 
diferent times in the world’s history. 
We have had a direct theocracy, as at- 
tempted by the Israelites under the Judges: 
we have had various hierarchies, of which 
Egypt and the old Aztec civilization fur- 
nish leading examples; we have seen state 
socialism under two kings tried in Sparta. 
Many forms of republican government have 
existed throughout history, the oldest be 
ing the Athenian and the Roman. Despo- 
tisms and limited monarchies galore have 
flourished and fallen. Military and civil 
dictatorships have had their innings. Even 
government by anarchy, or by no rule at 
all, prevailed in France during the Reign 
of Terror and still endures in modern Mex- 
ico. 


But the stress of the great war has 
evolved in Great Britain a form of govern- 
ment unique in the annals of rulership— 

t from a newspaper office. Those 
who oe closely watched the political 
changes in England will perceive that the 
realm of George V is practically adminis- 
tered from the Fleet street offices of the 
various newspapers controlled by Lord 
Northcliffe. 


For the running of England's share in 
the war the press seems to be in the saddle. 
Premier Lioyd George is its spokesman; the 
editor of the London Times and Daily Mail 
pulls the strings. The House of Commons 
has been reduced to the level of a mere de- 
bating society and that debate limited to 
subjects approved by Lord Northcliffe. In- 
stead of the government censoring the 
press, the press in London now censors the 
government. 


Lioyd George by different methods has 
nearly muzzled the Commons, as a few 
years ago he put the muffler on the Lords. 
While the war lasts there is little chance 
of the British Parliament breaking its pres- 
ent leading strings. Should the House of 
Commons refuse to obey the edicts of 
Lloyd George he has the power of the press 
and his immense popularity with the 
masses and with the army to bring them 
quickly to timtte. A “khaki” election, 
which is all the Commons could effect by 
overthrowing the present Cabinet, would 


quence of the Premier and the power of 
Fleet street would place the present combi- 
nation more securely than ever at the head 
of the British Empire. 


At present Northcliffe and Lloyd George 
«pulling together are invincible. Since the 
tide of battle has turned in favor of the 
British both in Asia Minor and on the west- 
ern front, the prestige of the War Cabinet 
has increased mightily with the British 
voter. So that just now Northcliffe has 
things pretty nearly arranged as he wishes. 
Lioyd George hardly deigns to vouchsafe 
any information to the House of Commons. 
He goes his own way with supreme indif- 


ference as to the likes or dislikes of the 
present Parliament 
When he has an important political an- 


nouncement to make he prefers to do so 
through the columns of the Northcliffe 
papers or at a mass meeting of hie friends, 
the men and women in the street. And 
provided that England does not experience 
some sudden and unexpected reverse of 
arms either in Europe or on the high seas, 
the present rule of the Northcliffe press is 
Wikely to endure til] the restoration of peace. 

Is England acting wisely? Ethieally the 
laue doubtful. But one thing Is certain. 
The new regime has inaugurated an efficient 
and economical administration of the conn- 
try’s affairs, such as three years ago ap- 
peared hopeless in the old realm dusty with 
tradition and devoted to red tape. 

England, like Russia, is having her revo 


lution; her unwritten constitution is now 
voiceless as well as invisible.

N ATLAS LOAD OF DEBT. 

The mortgage on the human race, in 
form of bonds of governments, before the 
outbreak of the European war was about 
forty billions of dollars. It now amounts 
to about one hundred and fifteen billions. 
All is payable in gold, principal and inter- 
est, yet there is only seven biilion dollars 
of coined gold in the world, one half of 
which is in the government vauits and the 
bank vaults of the United States. The 
total annual gold production of the world 
is jess than half a billion dollars, not 
enough to pay one half of 1 per cent. 
per annum interest on the world's debt. The 
United States produces one-fifth of all the 
gold produced in the world. It owes 
less than one-hundredth part of the debt 
of the world and needs but one-fifth of its 
annual gold production to pay the annual 
interest on its national debt, while the 
total gold production of all the rest of the 
world would not pay more than one-eighth 
of the interest on its public debt. Many 
financiers do not hesitate to predict that 
one of the results of the war will be the 
demonetization of gold in Europe and the 
substitution of government paper which 
will be made a legal tender for all debts 
public and private. , 

This would produce business conditions 
analogous to those which existed in this 
State under the operations of the specific 
contract law which was enacted by our 
Legislature in 1863, It was a picnic while 
it lasted for the fmporting merchants in 
San Francisco. They collected gold for 
the goods sold the California retailers, and 
with the gold they bought greenbacks at 
40 cents on the dollar, with which green- 
backs they paid at 100 cents on the dollar 
their New York indebtedness. . 

After Appomattox conditions changed, the 
gold value of greenbacks leaped from 40 
cents to 90 cents and the California man 
paid 90 cents for goods he had sold for 
60 cents. 

The interest at 3 per cent. per annum on 
the debt of the warring nations of the 
world, compounding annually, will double 
every twenty years, and the child is born 
who may live to see that debt amount to 
nearly two thousand billions of dollarse—a 
sum so vast that the nations owing it could 
no more pay it than a farmer could irrigate 
an acre of land with a bucket of water. 


ATRIOTIC TAFT. 

Former President Taft, in a speech at 
Atlanta, Ga., declared that armed America 
would not be justified in awaiting warnings 
from submarines, but should “sink them on 
fhe spot.” He said that for a commercial 
vessel not to shoot a submarine on sight 
would be “like awaiting a Coroner's inquest 
when a man points a pistol at you.” 

“When a mosquito comes humming about 
me,” said young Billy Bedam, “and lights 
on the back of my hand, do I await the 
‘overt act’ of a sting before swatting him 
into eternity? Not much!” 

“The conscience of the people of the 
United States is vold of offense in respect 
to the seeking of war,” said Mr. Taft. “We 
only take up our sword because honor and 
respect for our rights have compelled us to 
do 80. Now we ought to bear ourselves so 
that our enemy will regret having made us 
fight.”

GERMAN TRADE RELA- 
TIONS. 
{CONTRIBUTYD TO THE TIMES.) 
BY CHARLES PEPPER. 
Formerly Trade Adviser to 
United States Department 
State. 
AR will make little change in 
the trade relations between 
the United States and Ger- 


many. One reason for this is that 
there is little trade to s nd. 
At the outset of hostilit there 


was considerable commerce. Ger- 
many received cargoes of cotton, 
and other commodities which had 
not been declared contraband. 
There were some restrictions oh 
the business, but by refusing to let 
the United States have dyestuffs 
and chemicals until these could be 
exchanged for cargoes of cotton, 
Germany carried her point. Ene- 
land and the Allies had not then 
declared cotton contraband. When 
they took this action the cotton 
shipments from the United States 


Meantime, the United States was 
getting numerous German com- 
modities by way of Rotterdam. 
Then came England's paper block 
ade, and the orders-in-council to 
prevent further shipments. The 
United States never recognized the 
legality of these orders-in-council 
and protested the paper blackade, 
but England went on calmly and 
enforced her own contention. Con- 
siderable quantities of goods which 
had been consigned before the is- 
suance of the orders in council 
were held up for a long period, but 
an adjustment was made under 
which the bulk of them ultimately 
got through. The last eighteen 
months, however, there have been 
no shipments. 

It is presumed that Germany did 
manage to get foodstuffs from the 
United States through the Scandl- 
navian countries, notwithstanding 
England’s assumption of the right 
to determine the ultimate destina- 
tion of shipments from neutral 
countries, but this traffic, too, 
gradually has decreased. For 8 
year Germany has obtained practi- 
cally nothing from the United 
States in the way of material for 
munitions or food supplies. 

This country, through the estab- 
lishment of the dye industry, has 
become temporarily, at least, inde 
pendent of the German dyes, and 
there will be little inconvenience 
through the war stoppage of all 
shipments of this kind. The 
cargo of dyes which the Deutsch- 
land brought fafled to command 
the high prices expected, because 
the newly established home in- 
dustry was meeting the demands of 
the market. 

Western beet sugar growers have 
been partly dependent on seed from 
the Magdeburg district of Germany. 
These shipments were made 
through Rotterdam. The seed is 
not so necessary now as it was 
during the first two years of the 


war. 

At most, the inconvenience which 
Americans will suffer through the 
complete inhibition of commercial 
intercourse with Germany is 80 
slight as to weigh only as.a feather 
in the balance against national 
honor and sovereign rights. 

Actual war, formally declared, as 
distinguished from the mere state 
of war will make a difference in 
the commercial] relations that will 
have to be adjusted when peace 
comes. It will mean that. trade 
treaties will be necessary. 

Strictly speaking, the anti-war 
trade relations are not based on 
commercial treaties. The treaties 
which the war automatically abro- 
gates are of a general character. 
Under the Underwood law, Ger 
many has received the same tariff 
treatment in the markets of the 
United States as have other coun- 
tries, since there is only one set of 
schedules. The products of the 
United States have had the favored 
nation treatment in 
since they were given the 
benefit of the German conventional 
tariff. This concession was secured 
under the Payne-Aldrich law in re- 
turn for the United States apriying 
to Germany the minimum tariff pro- 
Previously, 
American products had not had the 
benefit of the convenfional tariff 
rates except in a few instances. 

After the war, Germany will need 
cotton and copper and other raw 
materials for her industries more 
than ever, and the United States 
will be looked to as the main source 
of supply. There will be no trouble 
on that score. The concessions 
which the United States will want 
will relate to the duties on manu- 
factured. articles, and her treat- 
ment of German products will be 
governed by that consideration. 
This country, however, will have 
no interest in becoming a partner 
in the e¢onomic alliances of the 
Entente Allies. Such a course will 
be more likely to be against her 
interests. ve

(BY DIRECT WIRD—EXCLOUSIVE 
CALEXICO, April 3. — Isolated 
from other freight and regarded in 
fearfulness by townspeople, a car of 
cottonseed from Austin, Tex., in all 
probability infected with the dread 
boll weevil, stands in the yards of 
the Southern Pacific tonight. To- 
morrow the contents will probably 
be burned by order of Horticultural 
Commissioner Waite. A car of high 
explosives could not be handled 
more gingerly and guarded more 
cealously than that car of forbidden 
cottonseed. This is the first itme 
Since the ban was placed on cotton 
seed from the Southern States that 
seed from the boll weevil 
districts has been shipped into Im- 
perial Valley. 
How it to escape the 
watchful eye of the Federal in- 
Spector outside this State is a ques- 
tion which Mr. Waite is asking. The 
ttonseed was shipped by Firman 
ltadz of Austin to himself at Calex- 
ico, with instructions to notify En- 
rique Terrazas of its advent.
